AMENDMENTS 

3S USC 112 REJECTIONS & CORRECTIONS TO OVERCOME THEM: 

Claims 9, 20-22, 31-32, 35, 47-49, 50, 55, 61, and 64 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12 for indefiniteness. 

In particular, claims 9, 20-22, 31-32, 35, 47-49, 50, 55, 61, and 64 "the water" 
lacks proper antecedent basis. 

Claims 21 and 48, "the interface zone" and "the surface zone" lacked proper 
antecedent basis. 

Claims 22 and 49, "and the like" was used with chemical formulas recited. 
Claim 50 "scalable to applications" is indefinite. 
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
